Mexico will be pacified by diplomacy 
The way has been opened by the me 
diators for participation in the con 
ferences by the C onstitutionalists ii 
they care to com e in. 
Rafael Zubaran, the C arran za agent j 
who is in W ashington on a special j 
mission, received the note outlining i 
the attitu d e of the m ediators. 
The 
com m unication paves the way for the 
entry of th e 
C onstitutionalists. 
Ic 
fact, according to those w ho are well 
inform ed, it is difficult to see how the j 
C onstitutionalists can refuse, so adroit ; 
ly have th e m ediators placed their po | 
sition before them . 
U-itherto the C onstitutionalists hav< j 
had two objections to the m ediation 
program . They declined to discuss in 
ternal affairs, but desired to trea t or 
international questions. They refused 
to arran g e a suspension of hostilities 
ag ain st H uerta. 
Moth of these objections, it is un 
derstood, have in a sense been over 
com e. A m iddle ground is believed tc 
have been found and the mediators 
feel encouraged and optim istic. They 
profess confidence that the C onstitu­ 
tionalists will see their way tow ard 
m eeting th e ir views. 
T he arg u m en t of the C onstitutional 
ists against discussing internal ques 
thins in the m ediation is answ ered by 
the H uerta delegates, who issued a 
statem en t saying they consider inter 
national 
and 
internal questions sc 
closely interw oven as to m ake impos 
slide a satisfacto ry solution of the en 
tire problem w ithout due regard for 
tills Interconnection. 
rho Mexican delegates have also lab 
en a toru s rd stop in public ly announc 
in # th a t General H u erta is preparing 
to 
withdraw 
from th e provisional 
presidency and will turn over the gov 
e m in e n t to an adm inistration const!* 
toted so as to com m and the support 
of public opinion. This, it is adm itted 
by the Mexicans, implies clearly that 
H uerta m eans to aldle by tile decision 
reached in the m ediation conference. 
T he peace plan before the m edia 
tors is a sim ple one. It reaches Into 
internal questions only in a general 
way. Suggestions as to personnel will 
have to be agreed upon privately. Tile 
protocol, which w ill Jn gAgmed, will be 
a declaration of p rinciples on ttgiurian 
and e d u c a tio n ^ rm o ra lp , and advice to 
Mexico to jiet un I! amvislon.il (jovi.ru* 
Blent, having dm 
*gard to the in te r 
♦Hts of all factions. Tile actual compo 
sition of th e new governm ent will be 
a physical accom plishm ent as soon as 
th e protocol is signed, the 
United 
Stater, giving its promise to re ognlze 
th e new governm ent. 
In the new governm ent would be a 
provisional president, neutral in poll 
tics, a cabinet of f o u r —tw o indepond 
cnt men chosen by the H uerta taction, 
but not identified with the present re 
gillie, and two C onstitutionalists. Tnt* 
may tie changed lf the C onstitutional 
isis take part in the parleys iu M ag 
ara Falls. 
T he Mexican delegates w ere derid 
cdly hopeful that all Internal problem* 
would tie worked out prom ptly, lf th- 
United S tate s accorded the new p ro 
visional governm ent prom pt recognl 
tion.
